Motion to close the polls at 10:00 p.m. Vote was affirmative. Pro- 
ceeded to ballot for Town and School District Officers.

A motion by Chester W. French and duly supported for $27,750.00 
was voted in the affirmative.

A motion by Bernard L. Phelps that this be left with the selectmen 

was voted in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE IV: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and the 
Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town in anticipation of 
taxes; said loans to be payable from taxes from the year 1969, and to 
issue notes therefore in the name of the Town, at such rate of interest 
and payable at such time and place within one year as the Selectmen 
decide. 

H. Talbot Pearson moved that this article be accepted as printed in 
the warrant. It was seconded and the vote was in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE V: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of highways and bridges, and take 
any action in relation thereto. 

Finance Committee’s recommendation was $25,000.00: $10,000 for 
summer and $15,000. for winter roads. 

A motion by H. Talbot Pearson, duly seconded, was for $35,000.00. 
This was well discussed, and the Road Agent was asked his opinion on 
the $35,000.00. He said he could use all they wanted to raise, but as 
there were many other needs for Town money, he felt that $25,000.00 
would be satisfactory barring unforeseen emergencies. 

This motion for $35,000.00 was voted negative. Clifton Wilson then 
moved that $25,000.00 be raised and appropriated under this article. 
Vote was in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE VI: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for general expenses of the Highway Department. 

The Finance Committee recommended $10,000.00. 

A motion for $10,000.00 was seconded and after little discussion it 
was voted in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE VII: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
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sum of $1983.06 to be used with the sum of $13,220.42 to be fur- 
nished by the State, for Class IV and V Construction, Reconstruction, 
and Betterment Aid. 

On a motion by George W. Crosby, duly supported, it was voted af- 
firmative to raise and appropriate $1983.06 under this article. 
ARTICLE VIII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Weare Police Department. 

The Finance Committee recommended $2650.00. 

A motion for $2650.00 was seconded and after some discussion it 
was voted in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE IX: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Weare Fire Department. 

The Finance Committee recommended %5 ,000.00. 

A motion for $5,000.00 was supported and after some explanation 
by the Chief, Gerald Hight, it was voted in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE X: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the care of cemeteries. 

The Finance Committee recommended $800.00. 

A motion for this amount was supported and the vote was affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE XI: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for band concerts. 

The Finance Committee recommended $400.00. 

A motion for $400.00 was seconded and it was voted in the affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE XII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Weare Public Library. 

The Finance Committee’s recommendation was $700.00. 

A motion to raise and appropriate $700.00 was seconded. Discussion 
foliowed and the vote was negative. A new motion by H. Talbot Pear- 
son for $800.00 was seconded and discussed; an amendment was ac- 
cepted to read $2500.00. More discussion followed. A vote on the mo- 
tion with amendment was called for and the vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE XIII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 

$200.00 was recommended by the Finance Committee. 

A motion for this amount was seconded and the vote was affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE XIV: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 for the Water Safety Program. 

A motion for $200.00 under this article was voted in the affirmative 
after a few questions were answered in regard to its benefits. 

ARTICLE XV: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $265.00 for the support of the Concord Hospital. 

After little discussion, a motion for this amount was voted in the af- 
firmative.

It was moved and supported that this be left with the Conservation 
Committee for study and report at the next Town Meeting. After dis- 
cussion, it was voted in the affirmative. A motion to raise and appro- 
‘priate $200.00 to be provided during the study of this dam at Clement’s 
Shop was supported and voted in the affirmative by standing vote: 
Yes 83 No 57. . 
ARTICLE XXI: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Visiting Nurses Home and Health Plan. 

Explanation of the Plan was given by Selectman, Harold Thomson 
as to its benefits, workings, and cost. A motion to raise and appropriate 
$2600.00 was supported. Discussion followed and the vote was nega- 
tive. It was voted to dismiss this article. 

ARTICLE XXII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the restoration of the Town Hall. 

A motion to raise and appropriate $2500.00 - $2,000. by taxation 
and $500.00 from the General Fund - any balance to carry over from 
year to year, was supported. After some discussion and explanation of 
what needed to be done the vote was affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXIII: To see if the Town will vote to sell the Weare Center 
School Property to the American Legion Post No. 65 or take any other 
action in relation thereto. 

It was moved and supported that the Weare Center School property 
be sold to the American Legion Post No. 65 for the sum of $1.00. An 
amendment that it revert back to the Town if the American Legion Post 
No. 65 ceases to exist as American Legion Post No. 65. This was dis- 
cussed and the vote was in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE XXIV: To see if the Town will vote to act upon the fol- 
lowing Ordinances. (by petition): 

A. No Trailers or Mobile Homes, used for dwelling purposes shall 
hereafter be constructed, erected, maintained, located or re-located 
within the Township of Weare, N.H. unless the same shall be located 
within a duly licensed Trailer or Mobile Home Park. 

B. Provided, however, that the Selectmen shall have the right to 
authorize exceptions to the above after a public hearing relative to such 
exceptions, and further provided that the Selectmen MUST give sub- 
stantial weight to the views and wishes expressed by abuttors and neigh- 
bors at such public hearing. 

C. This ordinance shall expressly not apply to Travel Trailers, so- 
called, not used as living quarters, which may be stored on the premises 
of the owner in Weare, N.H. 


A motion to dismiss this article was seconded and discussion followed. 
The vote was very close and a standing vote was taken: 

Yes 68 No 79 — Motion lost. 

A motion to accept this article as printed in the warrant was sup- 
ported. More discussion followed and another questionable vote. A 
standing vote was taken: Yes 89 No 62 

Article XXIV was accepted as printed in the warrant. 

ARTICLE XXV: To see if the Town will vote to act on an ordinance 
limiting the number of Trailer Parks in the Town to one. (By Petition) 

A motion, supported, that action on Article XXV be left up to the 
Selectmen was discussed and lost by a negative vote. 

A motion to limit the number of Trailer Parks to two was discussed 
and lost by a negative vote. 

A motion to limit the number of Trailer Parks in the Town of Weare 
to one was supported and the vote was affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXVI: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the expenses of the Planning Board. 

The Finance Committee’s recommendation was $250.00. 

A motion to dismiss brought much discussion and by standing vote, 
the motion was lost: Yes 43 No 59. 

A new motion to raise and appropriate $250.00 under this article for 
expenses of the Planning Board was carried. Standing vote: Yes 75, 
No 39. Vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXVII: To see if the Town will vote to abandon the road 
which passes through the yard of the so-called Whitney Place, from 
the entrance on the Clinton Grove Road to the exit on Route No. 149. 

A motion to abandon this road was supported and after little dis- 
cussion, the vote was affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXVIII: To see if the Town will vote to pay the Highway 
Employees for the following holidays: Labor Day, Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas, and New Years; also, one week paid vacation. 

Finance Committee recommended acceptance of this article.

A motion to accept this article as read was supported and after dis- 
cussion, the vote was affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXIX: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to erect an addition to the Weare Center Fire 
House to house the ambulance.

A motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000.00 was sup- 
ported. Discussion followed and an explanation of plans by David 
Brown was given, a one floor, two stall addition. This would give more 
room to work around the vehicles and also for the possibility of an 
additional Tank Truck in the future. Vote was affirmative. 

ARTICLE XXX: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to have an area light installed at the Town Hall by Public Service 
Co.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many fires. Care- 
lessness in burning trash and discarding smoking material and children 
playing with fire caused most of the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden’s 
job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 

FIRE PERMIT 

A FIRE PERMIT is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland 
anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as 
well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the 
Fire Warden. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with per- 
mission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written per- 
mission of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The War- 
den can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the 
Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this 
purpose. 

PENALTIES 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall en- 
danger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s im-: 
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prisonment. 
3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leav- 
ing it the same penalties as in (1) above. 
4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, maximum 
fine is $25.00. 
Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our town 
free from smokes in 1970.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE WEARE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1969 the Department answered 36 alarms. Nearly half of 
these, or 16 were fires involving some part or all of a building. Three of 
these buildings were all involved when the first company arrived. Sev- 
eral of these fires were of incendiary origin. This practice is not good, 
and the buildings, although of little value, are the property of someone. 
It is a serious crime to set fire to anyone’s buildings. 

The fire at the Clement Manufacturing Company was, by its location 
and surroundings, the most serious fire we have handled. Extinguishing 
this fire with the damage confined to the section where it originated is 
a credit to any fire department. A goodly portion of North Weare Vil- 
lage could well have been destroyed except for the quick and effective 
action taken. The response by the Henniker Department was greatly 
appreciated and backed us up with manpower and equipment. 

Other fires were: Chimney 1, oil burner 1, brush and grass 4, a slab 
pile, shavings pile, 3 motor vehicles, and several calls for smokes in 
buildings which were investigated, and fire found in the partitions in 
some instances. Illegal burning was responsible for the grass and brush 
fires; children and defective heating systems or flues were responsible 
for most of the remaining fires. Four calls were for fires out of town. 
We have good mutual aid cooperation with our surrounding towns. 

Our greatest cause for worry is the scarcity of men during the day- 
time. Most all men in Weare work out of town. We need’ men who work 
nights or odd days and are around town when many other firemen are 
unavailable. 

The few men we can muster should be well trained in fire fighting 
and thoroughly understand the operation of our equipment. 

The Rescue Squad answered 28 calls. This is an average number and 
were well handled. A course in First Aid was conducted for the mem- 
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bers. I thank all who participated in this volunteer effort. 

The addition to the Central Fire Station is not completed. Lights and 
heat are installed and our equipment well housed. Much of the work 
was done by the department members. We still have the leach field to 
put in as well as grading, electric outlets, and painting of the outside 
and interior. About $1700 was left for this work which lapsed, as it was 
not spent in 1969. This sum will have to be reappropriated in 1970. 
The Rescue Truck,.a Tank Truck carrying 3,000 gallons of water, a 
Jeep and Trailer, are housed in the addition. The Tank Truck is a Govern- 
ment surplus vehicle obtained through the State Forestry Division. This 
is a water supply we have needed to back up our regular trucks and 
should be suitable for this purpose for several years. Changes were made 
in the piping and valves to adapt the pumps for our use. A Military Jeep 
and trailer were obtained from the State to assist in the forest fire con- 
trol problems in hard to reach locations, such as the Flood Control Area. 

This program of expansion increases our ability to fight serious fires 
remote from water supplies. 

Purchases during the year were: New rear tires for trucks No. 1, No. 2, 
and No. 3, 6 lengths of 1% inch hose, and 2 spare air bottles for our air 
masks. 

The Red Phone operators answered 470 calls during the year: Fire 36, 
Rescue 28, Police 167, Forest Fire Warden 14, Power Failures 8, Infor- 
mation 35, Services 13, and many others. With the growth taking place 
in Weare it is more difficult to dispatch emergency services to the cor- 
rect location., Many residents are unknown by name to the operators. 
Make your correct location known by giving, section of town, road 
name, former owner, or resident. Dial 2333, stay on the phone and give 
all possible information. 


We held monthly meetings and several drills during the year. Our 
members all need additional training and drill. Little training is possible 
at fires. 

We should replace our oldest regular truck which is 21 years old. Two 
others are 17 years old, and while in excellent condition are becoming 
obsolete as parts and repairs are concerned. The Insurance Underwriters 
are reluctant to give credit for equipment beyond 20 years of age. 
About 2 years is required to get delivery of a truck after ordering. This 
means we must act in anticipation of the replacement problem. 

The Auxiliary held their usual social events and a Cabaret Dance 
produced some needed money for both the Auxiliary and the Fire 
Company. They provided food and coffee at several fires. The State 
Auxiliary was invited to Weare for their Fall Meeting. 

Fire Prevention is a must. Loss of life and property are most always 
caused by carelessness or faulty equipment. Keep all equipment in good 
repair. Check heating systems, electrical circuits, appliances, cords, heat 
tapes, etc. Keep matches away from children and teach them the dan- 
gers from fire. 
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A permit from the Forest Fire Warden is required to burn brush, grass, 
or any materials in the open. Do not leave a fire unattended. 

Our aim is to keep fire losses as low as possible. Weare is a fire con- 
scious town. 

We thank all who have assisted the Weare Fire Department in any 
way during the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE WEARE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Department was called on 250 cases during 1969, an increase of 
50, or 25% over the preceding year. This increase has been steady for 
several years, but the 1969 record shows how the national upward trend 
in criminal activity is reaching into the small towns. As usual, the big 
majority of our problems are caused by out of town persons, whether 
criminal or motor vehicle violations. It is necessary to have men on un- 
scheduled night patrol especially on weekends. No amount of patrol 
can however, prevent the breaking into and larceny at camps and va- 
cant homes. Household articles, such as a refrigerator, living room set, 
dinette set, rugs, chairs, etc., were taken in a series of breaks in Decem- 
ber. Some antiques, a sailboat, outboard motor, chain saw, and car 
batteries were some of the other articles taken from these unoccupied 
places. 

There is a growing disrespect for the rights of property owners. The 
standard answer we receive from the many people we find in vacant 
camps and houses is, “We thought this was just an old abandoned 
place.” The same goes for trespassing on property. If it is not a door- 
yard, it’s a recreation area open to anyone to use for camping, building 
campfires, or any other purposes. 

The Department needs the assistance and support of every citizen of 
Weare to combat our crime problem. Immediately report any suspicious 
or unusual situation. Note the registration numbers and descriptions of 
strange cars and occupants, especially those in the vicinity of closed up 
camps and summer homes. Most crimes involve the use of a motor ve- 
hicle and the description and registration number is often the only clue 
we have to work on. 

Strangers calling at your home may be doing this as a means of find- 
ing out if anyone is there, or to look the place over, and may be posing 
as salesmen, or have other reasons, such as, wanting to use the phone. 
Ask for identification of all strange callers. With good information we 
can usually find out who these persons are and check them out. We

will investigate any incident if you will report it and give us all possible 
information. You must be the eyes and ears of the police if we are to 
cut down the number of criminal offenses in Weare. 

Patrolling Weare is a problem, we have such a large area and road 
mileage. Our several villages and numerous area of summer homes and 
camps makes this a big job. It has become necessary to have men out 
weekends and nights, year around as well as other occasional nights. 

Checking of camps was done on several nights to determine who was 
using them as well as to whether or not any had been broken into. 

If you are to be away from your place, leave things as secure as pos- 
sible, taking with you all valuable articles. Arrange for some neighbor 
to keep an eye on your place and notify the police that you are leaving. 

We will check as often as possible. Report any breaks as soon as dis- 
covered. Do not disturb anything yourself. 

Patrol for 1969 cost about $1200 and represents 517 manhours and 
4010 miles. This about 3 times the manhours and miles of patrolling 
done in 1968. Patrolling used to be necessary only in summer in good 
weather, but is now a year around necessity. Motor vehicle law offen- 
ders and defective equipment violations, are picked up by men being 
out on the roads during these periods, as well as drunken drivers and 
suspicious persons. Being seen out around has a good affect. 

Percy Carter resigned as an officer because of his wife’s health and 
Charles Osborne was appointed in his place. His services are much ap- 
preciated. 

Our new high frequency radios on the State Police frequency are 
very satisfactory.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCKOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Weare: 

I herewith submit my eighth annual report relative to the Weare Cen- 
tral Elementary School and the Weare High School. 

The total enrollment for the 1969-70 school year is 428, by grade as 
follows:

The Weare Schools have enjoyed a period of low teacher turnover 
and the retention of qualified teachers. This stability allows for a con- 
tinuous refinement of the educational effort and avoids the disruptive 
influence of heavy teacher turnover. The Weare School Board and the 
citizens of Weare continue to exercise good judgment in instituting and 
continuing to improve the salary schedule to retain good teachers and 
attract suitable replacements. It is imperative that only capable teachers 
lead the boys and girls of Weare in their learning efforts. 


TWENTY YEARS OF DEDICATED SERVICE 


I wish to acknowledge the dedicated service of Mrs. Esther Hight, 
Weare High School Home Economics teacher, who retired after 20 years 
of service in the Weare schools. The testimonial held in her honor at the 
close of the 1968-69 school year was evidence of the esteem in which 
she was held in the school and the community as a teacher, a friend 
and a citizen of the community. 


TEACHER AIDE PROGRAM 


In an effort to more fully channel the services of the teacher into an 
educational ‘effort, the school board has employed a teacher aide to 
perform many non-teaching duties of the elementary school teachers. 
Non-teaching duties of the teacher aide include school milk accounting, 
preparation of copies with the duplicating machine, assisting in the 
supervision of study halls, corridors and playground, and checking 
supply orders.

EDUCATICNAL TELEVISION 


Educational television is an integral part of the educational program 
in the Weare Schools. As the number of suitable programs on WNEW, 
the New Hampshire educational channel, is increased it is hoped to 
further enrich the curriculum through the medium of educational tele- 
vision. 


STATE-WIDE TESTING PROGRAM 


The schools participated for the second year in the New Hampshire 
state-wide testing program for grades 2, 4, 6 and 8. The test is a com- 
prehensive battery of both achievement and ability tests. While the 
greatest value of testing lies in the information it provides about the 
individual pupil’s progress and ability, the standard program also aids 
in analyzing the strengths and weaknesses of the curriculum. Both na- 
tional and state averages are provided for these tests so that the general 
level of pupil achievement locally can be compared to that of other 
New Hampshire communities. At the present time, the over-all results 
are encouraging. More valid conclusions can be drawn next year when 
children who were included in last year’s program are re-tested. 


PRE-SCHOOL PROGRAM 


A pre-school six week orientation program was conducted during the 
summer for children of Weare. This group of 23 children consisted of 
those who had no previous school experience. Mrs. Robinson, with the 
assistance of a teacher’s aide conducted the program. The basic part of 
the program was oriented to pre-readiness in the areas of school adjust- 
ment, reading and school attitudes. A trip to the Benson Wild Animal 
Farm and a picnic at Clough State Park rounded out the program. The 
pre-school program was well received by the children and parents of 
Weare and in the event that Federal funds are available it is hoped that 
the program miay be continued for another school year. 


ADVANCED TEACHER PREPARATION 


During the school year 1968-69 ten teachers of the Weare High School 
faculty were enrolled in post-graduate work at different institutions of 
higher learning to keep up with the modern trends in education. The 
schools that they attended were the University of New Hampshire, 
Keene State College, Northeastern University, Rivier College and Ply- 
mouth State College.

The PTA in cooperation with the School Health Service conducted a 
preventive program which consisted of cleaning the children’s teeth, 
plus an application of topical flouride. Dental Health education and a 
referral program were incorporated with this treatment. Mrs. Dastin 
also conducted a dental educational program in all elementary grades. 

All cafeteria workers received routine physical examinations. 

Menstrual Hygiene Education Program for sixth grade girls was pre- 
sented. A film was shown and appropriate literature was given all stu- 
dents. 

A Crest Dental Education Program was given in the first three grades. 

Pre-School registration was held in May with 38 children attending. 
Mrs. Patricia Dastin, a state dental hygienist, was present at this time. 
All pre school children received a dental health evaluation and recom- 
mendations were made. The value of preschool health appraisal in- 
cluding screening tests lies in the importance of early case finding en- 
hancing correction of defects at an optimal time and before the child 
enters school. Necessary curriculum and classroom adjustment can be 
instituted without delay for other children with identified unremediable 
problems and for those children needing special attention such as speech 
therapy.

The American Cancer Society and the Future Nurses Club of Goffs- 
town co-sponsored a mother daughter Life Saving program. 

All senior mothers and their daughters were invited to attend. The 
purpose of the program was to stimulate interest among women of all 
ages, in the importance and necessity of an annual health check up. Dr. 
Snay was present to answer all questions. 

A Good Grooming Program at sixth grade level was presented. Infor- 
mative literature was given. 

Last year a measle vaccination clinic was conducted by Dr. Snay 
State Board of Health and the School Health Service. This apparently 
has been a very effective program, as only one case of measles was re- 
ported in our school this year. 


Vision examinations were made possible through the local Salvation 
Army Fund and through Sight Conservation. 

Our school health services have had complete cooperation from all 
community agencies, from New Hampshire Sight Conservation, New 
Hampshire Bureau of Public Dental Health, New Hampshire Child Gui- 
dance, Manchester Community Guidance, New Hampshire Tuberculosis 
Association, New Hampshire Crippled Children’s Association, the local 
PTA and all supporting agencies. 

The School Nurse, like the physician, has a different task when work- 
ing within the framework of the school. To the teacher, she must be a 
source of information and guidance. To the parent she must be a 
friendly counselor cognizant of community resources, sympathetic 
with family problems, and an interpreter par excellence of the child’s 
needs as revealed by medical examination and school behavior. 

Health is not a condition; it is an adjustment, it is not a state, but a 
process. 

The goal of health now, calls for not only the care or alleviation of 
disease, it calls for even more than the prevention of disease. Rather, 
it looks beyond, to strive for the maximum physical, mental and social 
efficiency for the individual, for his family and for the community. 

We wish to express our thanks to the Superintendent, parents, tea- 
cher, and school board for their cooperation.
